QvLtm at the Circle House Frightened ly
Big CIcnd8 of 8moke.

A few minutes before midnight an alarm
of fire was sounded from Box 45, at the
oornerof Meridian and Washington streets.
The fire, which waa extinguished without
material lost, was in the cellar of tbe Cir-
cle Hou se, a half block north, on Meridian
street, and bad made considerable bead-wa- y

among a lot of old boxes and rubbish
before it was discovered. Herman

'Ackelovr, tbe proprietor of tbe hotel,
and Albert Keisner, tbe night
clerk, wave sitting in front of the
hotel when they noticed a large volume of
smoke issuing from the cellar. They
rushed to the corner and sounded the
alarm. Tbe fire started about tbe middle
of the building nnder tbe west end of the
dining-room- , which is immediately in the
rear of tbe office. Tbe loss will not exoeed
&00 and a large part of this is due to the
smoke, whioh spread through the entire
building. The loss is fully covered by in-
surance. The building is owned by Mrs.
Khodius. proprietress of the Circle Park
Hotel.

A number of the guest were seized with
the usual terror that takes possession of
one in a burning building, and some of
tbem became very niuob excited till they
learned that there was no danger from the
flames. Uregor McGregor, a tile setter,
was the last of the guests to leave the
building. He bad retired early and was in
tbe land of Nod when the Are broke out.
He slept on all unconcious of the excite-men-s

till be was aroused by another guest.
Koger Jones, a nineteen-year-ol- d boy oc-
cupying Koom 16. came very near being
suriocated by the smoke which bad tilled
his room before he awoke. William Price,
who oocupied tbe adjoining room, had pres-
ence of mind enough to call Jones as he
(Price) started down stairs. Keceivmg no
answer be entered the room, and rinding
Jones lying on the bed, be picked him up
and carried him down stairs on his shoul-
der. Annie Link, a chambermaid, who
aleeps in tbe kitchen, also came very near
being suffocated. She has been in the hab-
it of locking her door with a padlock. Find-
ing the room full of smoke she became so
frightened that she could not unlock the
door. Officer Klohardson, who was one
of tbe first npon tbe scene, was at-
tracted to the room by tbe girl's fran-ti- o

efforts to open the door, and forced itopen. As soon as tbe door opened the girl
rushed out olad in ber night robes, and car
ryingallher wearing apparel under her
arm. A guest named titamboul. who oc
oupied a room on the fourth floor, was
awakened by the rush of the lire depart-
ment, and found th hallway filled with
smoke. He very calmly walked back into
his room and climbed ont on tbe fire escape.
One of the firemen eaw bim and told him
there was no danger. Stamboul kept his
position and calmly viewed tbe work of
extinguishing tbe Are from bis lofty perch
for several minutes, and tben, as the smoke
had cleared from the hallway, he descended
via the stairway.

HAEFNER DANGEROUSLY BURT.

A Prominent Democratic Politician Thrown
from a Bagcy and Injured.

John Haefner lies at his home, on Ohio
street, very near to death, suffering from
an injury at the base of tbe brain, which
was received at an eariv hour Saturday
morning. The injury was presumably re-

ceived by being thrown from his buggy
against an electrio pole on East Washing-
ton Street Haefner has been unconscious
ever since tbe aooident occurred, and baa,
therefore, been unable to give any aocount
of how he came by bis injuries. Haefner
is a manipulator of bis precinct in the in-
terest of the Democratio party, and bad at-

tended' the convention at the Hendricks
Club ball on Friday night When the con-
vention adjourned, at 1:30 Saturday
morning, in company with ex-Sher- ili

Henry Langenborg and a man
named Yonngerman, he started borne. All
three of tbe men had been drinking more
or less intoxicants dnrlng the evening and
on their way home stopped in a saloon at
No. 170 East Washington street where the
once more imbibed freely. The dawn was
approaebing rapidly and Haefner cugaested
that they go borne, but was pursuaded to
remain some time in tbe saloon. Tbe trio
remained nntil the proprietor ejected them
from the place, it is said, on acoount of the
disturbance they were making. '

Haefner and Langenberg got into tbe
former's buggy and drove east on Wash-
ington street, while YounRerman left them
in front of tbe saloon. Lagenberg left the
buggy somewhere between the saloon and
Haefner's home on Ohio street, a short dis-
tance east of Kuril street Haefner wis
found npon The street in an unoonscious
condition, and it is supposed tbat he. fell
asleep from the eff ects of bis drinking and
fell out of his buggy against an tlectrio
pole or npon a stone on the road. Ho Tf as
taken to his borne by friends and Dr. K.'W.
Long was called in to attend him. The
physician's examination' showed tbat the
injury was very dangerous and might re-
sult fatallr. The injury to the base of tbe
brain was, at the first examination,
tbotmhtto boa faoture ol the skull, but
this proved to be a mistake. The condi-
tion of the man, however, is still very crit-
ical and Dr. Long said last night in speak-
ing to a friend of Hasfner's that the injured
man was by no means out of oaoger. there
baing a likelihood of inflammation setting
in. which wouldentail serious consequences
and in all probability result in death.
During Saturday and Snnday Haefner re-
mained unconscious, and bis condition
was suoh tbat only members of the imme-
diate family were permitted to see him. A
number of intimate friends who called at
tio honto yesterday were refused admis-
sion.

The family and friends of tbe injured
man made every effort to keep tbe fact of
bis having been hurt from becoming gen-
erally known, and were very reticent in
talking about tbe affair.

Haefner Is a middle-age- d man, and has a
wife and family. He owns a meat stand at
No. 9') East Market street, in partnership
with Louis Wabcnitz.

Examiner Young Aboul Completed Eis
Investigation of the Suspended Back.

Talk About the Affair of the Indianapolis
National What Is Heine Said Abont

Some of Its Heaviest Accounts.

Edward S. Hawkins, receiver of tbe In-

dianapolis National liank, returned to the
city Saturday evening and will take charge
of affairs as soon as Examiner Young has
completed bis inventory and forwarded bis
report, to Controller Eckles, which vrlll
probably be ;to-da- y or to-inorro- w. Tbe re-

turn of tbe receiver bas had the eflect of
quickening the rumors and gossip concern-
ing the bank's ailairs which have been
current since its suspension two weeks ago
to-morr- ow morning, and correspondents of
various papers sent summaries of
wbat is is being said to tbeir papers last
night. Probably much that bas been said is
inaccurate and exaggerated, as is apt to be
the ease nnder such eircumstances at all
times, but after discounting much of this
talk, tbe impression still prevails tbat Mr.
Hauttbey, tbe bank's president, bas been
duped or misled into making excessive
loans to certain institutions. Mr. Haugh-ey'- s

long experience as a banker, and his
unblemished reputation are universally
admitted and on all sides sympathy is ex-press- ed

for bim in his misfortunes.
It is alleged, among other things, tbat

the amount of the indebtedness to the bank
of tbe Indianapolis Cabinet Company ap-
proximates S 100,000. and the story goes tbat
tbe first loan of &0.C00 was made to tbe
Cabinet Company's president, Mr.Francis A.
Collin. Subsequently Mr. Fercival 13. Cof-
fin, tbe secretary, is said to have borrowed
a like amount Later on $U,000 was ad-
vanced to the corporation, briuging the ag-
gregate up to $'JO,()00. At this stage the
bank refused to make any further ad-
vances, but shortly afterward a
branch of the concern was opened
at Richmond, and $30,000 more was louued
this branch. As time progressed eight
otber branches were established, toeach of
which SoO.000 was extended, nntil twelve
notes for $o0,000 eaob had been given,
swelling the total to S3GJ.000. It is fur-
ther claimed that tbe interest on these
notes has never been paid in cash, but tbat
the amounts dne on this acoount hare been
paid by the tranfer of otber notes, and by
overdrafts. The oQicers of tbe Cabinet
Company claim to have assets of abont
ITOO.UOO, including plants at nine dillerf.nt
points in this country and Europe.

The Indianapolis glue works and tba In
dianapolis curled hair works are also said
to be indented to tbe bank to tbe extent of
between $200,000 and (300.000. the notes
making up this aggregate having been
given by the company in its corporate ca-
pacity, and ty its officers and attaches,
fcoliuyler C. liaugbey, Louis C. llaugbey,
William II. Wilson, superintendent or the
works, engineer Yooum, and two or
three otber individuals in this city
and Weil & Co., of Chlcaao. are each said
to have given notes for large sums, the pro-
ceeds of which were given to the glue
works and the curled hair works. It is
further claimed that the bank has abont
$150,000 worth of paper formerly belonging
to Fletcher & Sharp, on which little or
nothing can be realized. Tbe value of
this paper cannot be determined now and
probably some time will elapse before an
aoeorate estimate can be formed. Mean-
while speculation as to what the bank will
eventually pay depositors is idle.

Bank Examiner Young was seen by a re-
porter last night and asked when bis re-
port would be forwarded to the Controller.

"I oannot say just when," he replied,
"but probably within a day or two not
later than Wednesday." Asked if he could
give any indication of the nature of there-por-t,

herepled: ''Certainly not."
"We can probably get it from tbe Wash-

ington end," remarked tbe reporter.
"As to tbat I cannot say," responded Mr.

Young. 'Tnese reports are always of a
confidential character, and not infrequent-
ly even members of Congress are denied ac-
cess to them. Hot," he added, "I can say
this muoh: when my report is made pnblio
it will furnish some interesting reading."

This morning three big mortgages aggre-
gating $87,000 will be filed. One is for $40.-00- 0,

given by tbe Indianapolis Glue Com-
pany, one for (27,000 by the Indianapolis
Curled Hair Company and one for $20,000
given by President T. P. Hanghey, cover-
ing his real and personal property. These
mortgages are given to the bank to cover
moneys borrowed by tbe firms. They were
put In Examiner Young's bands on Satur-
day.

No water is put on potatoes but they are
looked by steaming. Grains are cooked
all night. Oat meal is cooked three or four
hours until it arrives at a delicious state.
Nineteen hundred and fifty poouds of
health foods frorn tbe Battle Creek Sanita-
rium are on hands. uch as nearl barley,
cracked wheat, pearl wheat, grits, rolled
oats, farina, rolled rye, oat meal biscuit,
graham crackers, whole wheat crackers,
awibaoh. Graham flour is used exclusive-
ly. In baking, everything is weighed and
measured, that the results may al-
ways be what ar desired. Peo-
ple bearding at this tent are de-
lighted and a number have applied for
information concerning Mr. Stanley's
methods. From the Battle Creek school of
cooking a number of sisters have gone out
instructing in different places. Miss Kate
Nuding is introducing this system of cook-
ing at tbe world's fair. People are wel-
comed at this tent and given any instruc-
tion asked for in this art.

Yesterday afternoon the Rev. W. A.
Colcord, of Battle Creek, Mich,, preached.
Mr. Colcord said bo desired to call atten-
tion to certain religions legislation which
was of interest to all present.
